SEVEKáL POLITICAL MEETIS8S. 


Betting in 
Favor of Cleveland. 
Other Notes of Interest Gath­ 
ered Yesterday. 


The representatives of the various 
labor organizations deny that any mem­ 
ber of any body attended the meeting 
alleged to have been held by the Work* 
ingmen on Wednesday evening; in fact 
it is doubted on all sides that there was 
any meeting held. 
Mr. A. P. Anderson, Master Workman 
K. of L. of this district, comprising the 
seven counties of Southern California, 
states that no member of the K. of L. 
was present at the meeting, that no dele­ 
gates were sent by the K . of L. and de­ 
nies that organized labor bodies had any 
knowledge that such a meeting was to 
be held, or sanctioned it in any manner. 
Mr. W. A. Cole, President of the Car­ 
penters’ Union, and P. J. Goble, Secre­ 
tary of the same organization, which met 
last night, state authoratively that no 
delegate was sent from the Carpenters’ 
Union, and that none of the men named 
as being present belong to the Union. 
They also state that the Union takes no 
part in politics and that no other labor 
organization ever sends delegates to or 
recognizes political movements. As for 
Geo. Harrold, who is mentioned in the 
Times article as being a representative of 
the Carpenters’ Union, they do not know 
him nor did they ever hear of his being 
connected with the Carpenters’ Union. 
It is positively known that one of the 
men mentioned approached a Republican 
and a Democratic nominee and asked 
them $15 to place their names on the 
ticket. The money was not paid and 
their names are not on the ticket as 
printed. The general impression pre­ 
vails that the ticket as printed was gotten 
up by a “Piece Club’’ and a very small 
“ Piece Club” at that.

One Meaaon for Sym pathy Between 
Jnmea V. B laine and B enjam in 
Hmrrlaon. 
There seems to be many good reasons 
for the sympathy which exists between 
James G. Blaine and Benjamin Harrison, 
says the New York Herald.. Both have 
made records which necessitate constant 
acrobatics to keep them in harmony with 
the Chicago platform. Both believe that 
the tariff should be reduced and are com­ 
pelled to advocate its increase for the 
proper protection of the suffering million­ 
aires, and there are many other bonds of 
union between them. For instance: 
It was during the campaign of ’76, 
when Samuel J. Tilden was elected Presi­ 
dent. Messrs. Blaine and Harrison were 
at Vincennes, Ind. They were to speak 
that afternoon at Seymour, and in the 
evening at New Albany. The train 
which was to convey them arrived, 
when, much to their dismay, they saw a 
large portrait of Tilden on the headlight, 
while Democratic flags and mottoes fair­ 
S’ covered the rest of the locomotive. At 
•st the two distinguished Republicans 
mistook the train for a Democratic ex­ 
cursion, but when told that it would be 
the only train to go to Seymour that day 
they were paralyzed. 
They, however, boarded the train, and, 
calling the conductor, who proved to be 
a Republican, demanded that the deco­ 
rations be taken from the engine. They 
were going, they explained, to towns in 
which large crowds had gathered to at­ 
tend the Republican rallies, and they 
did not propose to ride under under Dem­ 
ocratic auspices. 
The conductor was very polite and ex­ 
pressed his disapproval of the decorations 
in the strongest terms. He pulled the 
rope, stopped the train, and commanded 
the engineer to remove the flags and 
portraits. 
"Look here,” replied the engineer, 
who was a brawny Irishman, “Yez are 
running the train back there, and Oim 
running this ingine. Oim a Dimocrat, 
and the flags will not be removed. As 
for the picture of Tilden, there ain’t min 
enough on the train to take it down.” 
The conductor ltecame frantic and de­ 
cided to hold the train until the flags 
and portrait were removed. The en­ 
gineer was determined that his princi­ 
ples should be symbolized on his engine 
and refused to remove the decorations. 
After the train had been held for 
twenty minutes, Mr. Blaine looked at 
his watch and informed the conductor 
that he and Mr. Harrison had but two 
hours to hold their meeting at Seymour 
and get to New Albany, and that it 
would be impossible to fill their engage­ 
ments if the train was longer delayed. 
The conductor signaled the engineer 
to proceed; the victorious Celt opened 
the throttle, and Blaine and Harrison 
were hurried into the waiting crowds at 
Seymour by an engine the profuse decor­ 
ations on which led every one to believe 
it was the head of a Democratic excur­ 
sion train. 
~CITY TAXES. 
Property Owners Should Fay at 
Once. 
The attention of taxpayers is called to 
the fact that there remains but one more 
week after to-day for the payment of the 
city taxes before they become delinquent. 
The city assessment this year amounted 
to about $600,000, and tax receipts to the 
number of about 19,000 were made out 
for delivery upon payment of the 
amounts shown on their faces. Up to 
the present time the property owners 
have been paying taxes very slowly, and 
even if they should start in now to pay 
with a rush, a large number would be 
unable to pay before the delinquent 
period arrives. Out of the $600,000 only 
$236.000 had been paid up to last night, 
leaving a balance of $364,000 to be paid 
in one short week on about 12,000 re­ 
ceipts. Many of these are made out to 
unknown owners, and the payment upon 
these always occupies more time than in 
other cases. 
Every property owner 
should see that his taxes are paid at 
once.

He is one 
of a great arm y of old-time Republicans 
of intelligence and influence who have 
left the ranks of a party bankrupt in 
political conscience and w ithout a clear 
principle oat of which to construct a 
consistent iBsue. 


O u r esteemed Spring-street contempo­ 
rary the other day published an inter­ 
view with Mr. John Schumacher, in 
w hich th a t gentlem an is made to say on 
his retnrn from the E ast that New York 
was safe for 
H arrison. 
W hat Mr. 
Schum acher did say was th at the Em ­ 
pire State was Safe, with a big S, for 
Cleveland. I t makes no difference how 
this is put to the Spring-street paper, 
perhaps, but it m akes a good deal of 
difference to Mr. Schumacher, to Mr. 
H arrison, to Mr. Cleveland, and to the 
rest of the world. 


The idea th at the Sackville letter 
could influence a single sensible vote 
against Cleveland is too absurd 
to 
entertain. 
If Sackville had said that 
the President of the U nited States was 
a rash, self-opinionated man, who would 
refuse to listen to reason, but would 
plunge the U nited States into war with 
England so as to Bpite the Republican 
party and conciliate the voting element 
antagonistic to England, w hat kind of a 
handle would our Republican friends 
have made out of that ?

T h e Time» repeats the absurd false­ 
hood that England has contributed a 
million dollars to elect Cleveland. It is 
far more likely that the British manufac­ 
turers have contributed that or a greater 
sum to elect H arrison, for his election 
will endrie th em to continue to monopo­ 
lize the m arkets of the world, w hilst the 
election of Cleveland will enable Ameri­ 
can manufacturers to compete success­ 
fully in those markets with English m an­ 
ufacturera.

Poor Mr. Blaine! 
He is in a very bad 
way. 
He is prim arily responsible for 
the platform of rotten planks on which 
his party is making this canvass, and 
cannot keep it together. 
The people 
know it is rotten and going to pieces, 
and they are getting away from it as fast 
as they can. 
The W estern people are 
running away from it in ail the States, 
and even the grave and reverend eeig- 
ro rs of the Republican party in the 
United States Senate have gotten as far 
away as their legs could carry them. 
Mr. Blaine himself has not been able to 
stand on the platform of his own design­ 
ing, and he has been going about the 
country 
from 
his 
openiug 
speech 
Maine 
to 
his 
last 
great 
ef­ 
fort 
in 
New 
York, 
floundering 
in a Bea of platitudes, falsehoods and 
contradictions, until eaeh new statem ent 
gives the last the lie. At Portland it was 
trusts” he blundered upon. In Michi­ 
gan he delivered a sophomoric history of 
the use of the veto power. At Rochester 
he did get baik with the welt on the toe 
of the left boot, on to the platform he had 
designed as he thought so cunningly. 
At 
this point he discussed the tariff suffi­ 
ciently to say that he did not bring 
thirty-two trunks full of English clotheB 
into the country on his return from Eur­ 
ope, and he al6o talked tariff to a suffi­ 
cient extent to tell us v hy he did not. 
H íb reason is that he can buy the same 
quality of clothes as cheap in New York 
as he could in England. 
Now that is a sorry statement for a 
high Protectionist to 
make. 
For if 
cloth es were as cheap in New York as in 
London we do not need any protection; 
protection cannot protect; 
American 
wages must be lower than English wages 
for in England raw material is duty free 
and the manufacturer here is at that 
disadvantage, so that he must cut wages 
or work at a loss. But Mr. Plaine knows 
he told a big “ stretcher” when he said 
clothes are as cheap in New York as 
they are inEngland. 
His case is really 
not so bad as he makes it out to be. 
He 
is in the position of the lawyer who falls 
into the error of pleading against his 
client. 
Then at 
New 
York on Thursday 
night 
he 
tried 
to get a tottering 
and uncertain stand on his Floren­ 
tine mosaic of a platform. 
He took 
up the manufactures of iron and steel 
and claimed that in four years we 
had imported $14,000,000 of these manu 
factures. 
H e bulked them all and did 
not go into details as to what items in 
the metal schedule they fell under. Blaine 
is made on a guage entirely too broad to 
allow of his dealing with details. 
He is 
an imaginative m an who delights in 
large figures, a general way of speaking 
and a rhetorical, rather than a logical 
way of arguing. 
H e prefers flourishes 
to syllogisms. Therefore we do not know 
if these imports of iron and steel goods 
are pens, pins, needles, watch-springs, 
shovels 
or 
steel 
nails. 
We 
do 
not 
know 
how 
highly 
they 
are 
protected. 
But it may be taken for 
granted that the protection is quite am ­ 
ple. 
Iron and steel are Pennsylvania 
industries, and Mr. Blaine’s friend, Andy 
Carnegie, is interested in them . Now, 
notice Mr. Blaine’s contempt for plod­ 
ding accuracy and dry detail. 
He says 
had these goods, which cost delivered in 
our porta $14,000,000, been manufactured 
in America, the enterprise would have 
furnished labor for one year to 300,000 
laborers. Here he betrays his familiarity 
with the practical workings of the ex­ 
treme system of protection. 
He feels 
bound to provide work for only one year 
out of 
four. 
The 
protected 
mills 
having got rich in a year, and at 
the same time glutted the market with 
goods, the owners will close them down 
and take Mr. Blaine off coaching in 
Europe. 
The men will rest three years 
out 
of 
four. 
But then 
there 
are 
$14,000,000 to support them. Divide it 
up among 300,000 and he gets exactly 
$46.66a3 per annum for each laborer. 
This Mr. Blaine said was good wages ’ 
The men will each get that for the year 
they work, live on it and save enough 
for the three years they are to lie idle. 
Then Mr. Blaine has, in one of his 
great tariff speeches, claimed that the 
war tariff is the cause of our great 
increase in population. Therefore he has 
to set these $14,000,000 protected enter­ 
prises to turning out babies as well as 
steel rails. 
He allots to each man who 
shares in this munificent sum of $46.66% 
for a year, and to support him four yeara, 
four dependencies in the way of family. 
Thus Mr. Blaine trium phantly proves 
that his $14,000,000 will support for four 
years 1,500,000 people! For each family 
of five there is paid by this great protec­ 
tive system $40.60% for the year the 
mills run, and for the three yeara they 
stop! 
But that is not all. 
Mr. Blaine in his 
peculiar economics ignores entirely such 
trifles as the raw material which goes 
into these imported goods. 
He also cast 
to the wind the profits of the mills. Now, 
that does not m atter, these goods were 
made in British mills like Mr. Blaine’s 
thirty-two trunks full of clothes, so we 
do not care w hether there is a profit or 
not. The cost of transportation we will 
also sink in the sea as the greatest 
Statesman does, for the stuff came over 
in 
British 
bottoms. 
Mr. 
Blaine’s 
peculiar system of making American 
industries hum by taxing them to death, 
has banished the American m erchant 
marine from the seas. 
So we will agree 
with Mr. Blaine in counting at zero cost 
of material and profit to the mills and 
cost of transportation! 
H urrah for his 
economic theories! H urrah for $46.66% 
for a family to live on daring the one 
year of work and the three of reBt! 
And so the greatest statesm an having 
thus tottered about on his own rotten 
platform got off of it, and took a firm 
and courageous stand on a bit of paper 
written over with the maunderings of a 
poor, old man who has been called a 
fool ten thoasand times on both conti­ 
nents every day for the last week. Mr. 
Blaine having tried to beguile his quick­ 
witted Irish audience for an hour on the 
$40 
a 
year 
proposition 
proceeded 
to talk to them of the W eBt letter. 
He 
actually got down from his own platform, 


ran away from it, and tried to get votes 
out of his hearers by that flimsy “ fake,” 
concocted by some sm art Aleck of a

politician

seeks to 
Bnrchard the campaign in this stupid 
letter! 
Alas! poor Yorick! 
W here be 
thy old-time brilliant sallies of sparkling 
wit. 
Where be those brains which won 
for thee the sobriquet of the Greatest 
Statesman ? It was a term expansive at 
the best, but laughable, if not lam entable, 
as things go with thee now.

canst not with Ophelia get thee to a nun­ 
nery, for thou are not chaste enough for 
th a t; but thou mightest bedeck thy badly 
bedraggled brains with straw like Poor 
Tom that w&9 acold, and get thee to the 
woods and hide thyself.

Comrnissio de Inguirendo Lunático to sit 
upon the ruins of what once was fondly 
called the Greatest American? 


T h e Republicans having been stam ped­ 
ed on the tariff issue and the Chinese 
question, are trying to turn the tide of dis­ 
cussion into another channel.

views, to place raw materia - on the 
free 
list, 
are 
carried out. 
it will 
be 
a 
tremendous 
blow 
to 
the 
interests 
of 
Great 
B ritaix. 
They 
have here m atter enough to take up all 
their spare tim e. If they can show the 
American people that the Republican 
party with its high tariff is not playing 
directly and undeniably into the hands 
of British commercial ascendency, and 
as a consequence that it is the pro-Eng 
liah party in American politics, they will 
accomplish more than they have yet 
been able to do. They have caught 
Lord Sackville in a trap by a sharp 
Yankee trick—not a very creditable per­ 
formance, when we view it from a moral 
standpoint; but neither Cleveland nor 
his party is responsible for what a short­ 
sighted British diplomat may Bay about 
American politics. Of course it goes 
without saying that he has violated the 
rules of Ambassadorial etiquette, and 
should get his walking papers for his 
freshness. 
Beyond that, the Republi­ 
cans are laboring with a m ountain, and 
wili bring forth a mouse. 


T h e Express has a labored vindication 
of County Clerk Dunsmoor from charges 
made in a special dispatch to the San 
Francisco Examiner, to the effect that 
there is crooked work going on in the 
m atter of putting nam es on the Great 
Register that had not been received in 
that office before the closing of registra­ 
tion on the 2d of October. 
We have no 
proof that Mr. Dunsmoor is playing a 
foul game for the benefit of his party this 
year : 
but people are naturally suspi­ 
cious of an officer who has already used 
his place for the purpose of disfranchis­ 
ing Democratic voters. B ut w hat we 
particularly wished to refer to is the in­ 
sinuation at the close of the Express 
article,that one of the editors of this paper, 
now in San Francisco, had instigated the 
dispatch. The Express knows that this 
is false. 
There íb not a newspaper man 
in Loe Angele* who does not know who 
the special reporter of the Examiner is, 
and that he, and he alone, sent the dis­ 
patch from here. 


H a l l M c A l l is t e r , the great San F ran­ 
cisco lawyer, íb dying of softening of the 
brain in New York.

From the be­ 
ginning of his career at the bar, he took 
a foremost position, and has been on 
one side or the other of all th e great law 
caseB tried in San Francisco. 
H is father 
held the position of U. S. Circuit J udge 
for California for many yeara, and died 
of the same disease which has now 
attacked his son. 
As his appointment 
was for life, and as the law at that time 
was not clear upon the point of the m an­ 
ner of determining the incompetency of 
Federal Judges, he continued to go 
through the vain form of hearing and de­ 
ciding motions long after his m ind had 
become im paired. 
Many painful scenes 
in his court occurred before Congress 
m ade the necessary rectifications in the 
statute governing the retiring of U. S. 
Judges. 


T h e r e is no doubt, from facts that 
have come to us, that there is a secret 
Republican literary bureau here which 
has been engaged for some tim e in m an­ 
ufacturing bogus letters addressed to 
prominent m en of different parties, ask­ 
ing for information after the Murchison 
style. 
For instance, letters have been 
addressed to leading 
Prohibitionists,

L im a , O., October 2 6 .— Judge Thur­ 
man and Speaker Carlisle left Cincinnati 
for this place at 7 :45 this morning in the 
rain. The people gathered at the depots 
in the various towns through which the 
train passed. 
At Troy and W apakoneta 
brief stops were made and short ad­ 
dresses in a light, humorous vein were 
made by Tl.urinan and Carlisle, which 
were heartily cheered. The train was 
greeted in this city by a crowd of several 
thousand, and the Judge was taken at 
once to dinner. 
After dinner the Judge was driven to 
Music Hall, where an afternoon meeting 
was held. The hall was packed to over­ 
flowing. 
The crowd gave an enthusiastic 
greeting to the speakers of the day 
Judge Thurm an Baid he would not speak 
on the tariff question, as Speaker Car­ 
lisle was to do that to-night. 
Further­ 
more, they had been talking of it in the 
field and in Congress for many months, 
and he thought the Democratic speakers 
had the victory on their side, and that 
their opponents feel it to ba b o. 
“ If 
they do not believe,” Baid he, “ that the 
argum ent on the question of the tariff is 
on the Democratic side, why in the world 
do they try and insert another issue to 
talk about? 
Why did they reject the 
Fisheries treaty and attem pt to make 
out that the President had not stood up 
in a bold and m anly m anner for the in­ 
terests of the people?” 
THE FISHERIES TREATY. 
After reviewing the action of the Sen­ 
ate on the treaty, the Judge said : 
They told the President, in substance, 
by refusing to 
ratify or amend the 
treaty, that the tim e had come when we 
m ust resort to warlike measures to vin­ 
dicate American rights. 
Well, the Pres­ 
ident took them at their word. 
He sent 
in a message to them and said : “ As you 
are in a fightiig mood”—I do not use 
his language, but I give the substance of 
it—“ as you w on’t settle this matter 
peaceablv, so there may be no blood­ 
shed, so that there may be goodwill and 
peace between the Unitecf States and 
other nations of the earth, as you insist 
th at we shall resort 
to power and 
to force, give m e power and force, 
give me the power of retaliation. Give 
it to me. 
You speak of retaliation; yon 
speak of warlike m easures; you speak of 
the vindication of the rights of America 
by arm s. Give me power to do what 
you declare is the true policy of the 
United States.” He sent that message 
to Congress. 
Forthw ith the Democratic 
House of Representatives passed a bill 
th a t gave to the President all the power 
th at could be asked to retaliate upon 
Canada and G reat Britain, and to get 
our 
rights 
if they could l>e got by 
force. 
That 
bill 
passed 
the 
House 
of 
Reprentatives 
with 
single 
disssenting 
Democratic 
vote. 
Now what became of the bill ? It was 
sent to the Senate, and instead of passing 
it they sent it to their Committee on For­ 
eign Affairs, and there it Bleeps the sleep 
that knows no waking. 
Now, I want to 
know w hat kind of a spectacle that is, 
presented by the greatest Republican 
leaders in the land, on this subject of for­ 
eign affaire. They won’t make a treatv, 
they won’t back oat, and they won’t 
fight. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
Now, when they were well heated on 
that subject then came up the Chinese 
question. The 
President had 
made 
another treaty upon this question, and 
while they did not dare to neglect it as 
they had the fisheries treaty, yet by an 
am endm ent which caused its rejection 
by the Chinese Government, they hoped 
the President would be deprived of the 
credit due him . 
He thought with other 
men in the Uniied States, and I was one 
of them , and I was one of the first of 
them , for I had expressed my opinions 
fully to my fellow-citizens in 1870, at 
Cincinnati, ¡five yeara before the Califor­ 
nia 
Legislature 
petitioned 
Congress 
upon the snbjectof Chinese immigration. 
I Baid then w hat I say to-day—that the 
heathen Chinee is not a welcome, not a 
useful person in the United States. 
(Great applause.; I had gone through 
the Chinese quarter in San Francisco; I 
had seen him there in all his rags and all 
his filth. 
I had been in a Joss house 
which they call a tem ple; I had seen 
w hat he calls religion, and so help me 
God, although I hope I am as charitable 
and as broad-minded toward the men of 
all countries as any m an ought to be, I 
could not say in my own conscience that 
this 
was 
a 
good 
man 
to 
bring 
into the U nited States. [Applause.] Very 
w ell; the Democratic House of Repre­ 
sentatives was of that same opinion, and 
so they passed a bill to exclude Chinese 
from settlem ent in this conntry. That 
bill passed the House of Representatives 
on the very day it was introduced. 
If 
my memory is not at fault it went to the 
Senate. I t rem ained there about six 
weeks. 
How long it took those grave 
and reverend Senators 
to 
find 
out 
whether or not this should become a 
mongrel country 'laughter and applause), 
half white and half heathen C hinee’ 
[More laughter.] 
Very well; it passed, 
however. They could not resist it and 
it went to the President, who signed the 
bill, and so his enemies were again foiled 
in the attem pt to destroy him in the esti 
motion of the American people. 
THE MURCHISON LETTER. 
Then, my friends, having failed in 
their discussion of the tariff; having 
failed in the row shev raised about the 
fisheries; having failed in their attem pt 
to destroy Cleveland with their opposi­ 
tion to the Chinese bill, in the last days 
of the canvass, some of the mean men of 
that party have all at once discovered 
another m are's nest which thev think 
will hatch offspring that m ay destroy 
the Democratic party. 
Judge Thurm an then referred to the 
correspondence between Murchison and 
Lord Sackville-West, and said : W hether 
it is a forgery or not, I don’t know, but

itself

see 
it was never written by a m an who for 
one mom ent thought of voting for Grover 
Cleveland. 
On the contrary, it is writ­ 
ten by some skillful, canning Republi- 


an politician, who thought to entrap the 
Rritish Minister and get from him some 
reply that <*onld be used against Mr. 
Cleveland in the Presidential election, 
so that when the man professed to be 
friendly to Cleveland and only peek­ 
ing correct knowledge, he was lying 
with every breath that 
he uttered, 
with every word that he wrote. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
When he said that the answer 
of the British Minister should be kept a 
profound secret,he was lying, for he never 
intended that it should be kept a secret, 
if he were so fortunate as to get an 
answer, unless that letter should disap­ 
point his hopes. Now, my friends, if 
that man intended it to be kept private, 
or was what he said he was, how does it 
come that his letter to the British Minis­ 
ter, which was marked “ private,” and 
the letter of the British Minister to 
him , which lie so schemingly pledged 
his honor Bhould never see light— 
how does it come that those letters are 
before the public to-day ? But th at is 
not all. 
Jnst look at i t ! This letter of 
Murchison’s professes to have been writ­ 
ten on the 4th of September last, and the 
British M inister’s answer profesBeH to Ire 
written on the 13th of September, and 
yet for more than one month, yes, con­ 
siderably more than one month, no man 
ever beard of there being such a corre­ 
spondence except the men who are in 
the conspiracy.

F r a n c is c o , 
October 20.—The 
match arranged some tim e ago by the 
California Athletic Club between Jos. 
McAuliffe, the heavy-weight champion 
of the Pacific Coast, and Mike Conley, the 
Ithaca giant, had aroused more interest 
in sporting circles than any sim ilar event 
in this city since the glove contest be­ 
tween Sullivan and Ryan, and 2,000 
people filled every available foot of space 
in the clutroom s this evening an hour 
before the men appeared in the ring. 
McAuliffe weighed about 215 pounds, 
while Conley did not exceed 187. 
The 
Californian’s height is 0 feet 4 inches, 
Conley measuring about four inches 
less. The club had offered a purse of 
$2,0C0, the whole am ount to go to the 
winner. 
H erm an Cook, of this city, was referee; 
Jack Hays, Conley’s backer, and William 
l>elany seconded the 
Michigan man, 
while Barney Farley and Young Mitchell 
looked after McAuliffe. 
It was a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock when the Presi­ 
dent of the Club announced that the con­ 
testante were ready to appear. 
Conley 
was the first to enter the ring, and was 
given an enthusiastic reception. 
McAu­ 
liffe followed immediately, and was also 
received with cheers. 
At 9:15 the men advanced to shake 
hands, and time was called. 
Conley be­ 
gan to rush at the start, but nothing was 
accomplished save several clinches. 
He 
pushea McAuliffe into a corner and 
against the ropes several times, and both 
men succeeded in getting in a few light 
blows before the round ended. 
Conley tried the same tactics in the 
second round, and pushed McAuliffe 
against the ropes. The heavy Californian 
freed himself and dealt Conley a terrible 
blow on the jugular, which sent him to 
the floor. 
He arose with the greatest 
difficulty, and tried to finish out the 
round by hugging McAuliffe closely. 
It 
was plain to everyone th at the blow had 
done the work, for Conley appeared 
almost unable to stand. 
McAuliffe freed 
himse f from the close em brace and dealt 
his opponent another stinging blow on 
the jaw. which completely knocked him 
out. 
H e made a feeble effort to rise, but 
was unable to do so, and am id intense 
excitem ent and loud cheering, McAuliffe 
was declared the victor, in about six 
minutes after time was called for the first 
round.

300 had sent to the General Master 
W orkman, asking for an opinion as to 
the legality of their course in placing 
speakers in the field to advocate the 
cause of protection during the present 
campaign. Following are extracts from 
the letter which Cake gave o u t: 
No explanation is necessary as to the 
course taken by Local Assembly No. 
300. If the members think they are 
right that ín sufficient for me, so long as 
the action taken does not interfere with 
the working of the Assembly. 1 am not 
free to advocate either party and have 
not done so by word, act, art or intim a­ 
tion. You are at perfect liberty to de­ 
nounce me through the press if this 
mom ent you catch any trace of my 
fingers in this campaign except it be for 
some 
well 
known 
friend of labor. 
I believe in protection and never have 
bought a single article made across 
the ocean. I t has been my invariable 
practice to ask where an article was m an­ 
ufactured before I purchase it. 
If I can* 
not get a home-made article I wait until 
I can. I would not allow a single article 
to lahd that we can manufacture our­ 
selves. I would not allow any workmen 
to come over and take the place of our 
workmen. I am a protectionist and in 
many respects differ from those who are 
preaching protection in this campaign. 
Were it not for the labor organizations 
there would no protection for the men 
who work. These things are facts and 
yet I am accused of partiality for the 
Democratic party. 
I am neutral in this 
campaign and intend to rem ain so until 
election day.

“ They have diverted the 
policy and purpose of said paper and the 
publication thereof from the design and 
purpose contemplated by the stockhold­ 
ers and the original directors in the or­ 
ganization of Baid company. They neg­ 
lected and refused to print the platform 
of the Union Labor party and so changed 
the political tone of the paper as to 
make it acceptable and bo desirable to 
the Democratic party th at the Democratic 
State Central Committee took regularly 
of each issne four thoasand copies, be­ 
sides which the Democratic County 
Committee ordered a large num ber of 
each issue, this dem and constituting the 
principal circulation of the new spaper.”

The California Dried F ruit Association 
to-day sent to agents in New York, Chi­ 
cago and other Eastern cities, samples of 
apricots, peáches, plum s, prunes, rais­ 
ins and almonds, by which buyers will 
be guided in m aking purchases. 
Dried 
raisins are now sold for 3% cents per 
pound, netting the producers about $18 
per ton 
for class grapes, for which 
the wineries formerly gave but $10. 
The advanced rates are due to the fact 
that the mem bers of the association hold 
the greater part of the dried grapes in the 
m arket. The four thousand boxes of 
Fresno raisins exported to London are 
reported to have been preferred to the 
famous layers from Malaga, Spain.

A «irlngeat Boycott B ffun an 
American Importation*. 
N ew York, October 26.—The following 
circular have just reached the Chinese 
merchants in New York from their home 
offices in Hong Kong and Shanghai: 
Gentlemen—You are hereby notified 
that you are to immediately dis­ 
continue the purchase of the fol­ 
lowing articles from American sources 
for the markets here, 
as 
they 
are being severely boycotted by Kim 
Maid, and by members of the trades 
onions and other citizens. These arti­ 
cles now proscribed are petroleum. white 
sheeting, all kinds of American calico, 
watches and American firearms, ginseng 
root and flour.” 
With the exception of a few Chinese 
firms in Now York, the above circular 
will have no effect, but many San Fran­ 
cisco firms will feel it more severely, as 
several of them are heavy dealers in 
American flour, petroleum and cotton 
goods.NON-INTERCOURSE SUGGESTED. 
S an F rancisco, October 20.—The 
steamer Arabic arrived from Hong Kong 
and Yokahama this afternoon. The Japan 
Gazelle has a statement published in the 
Chinese Times to the effect that the ac­ 
tion of the Chinese Minister to the 
United States in the matter of the treaty 
which was recently rejected by the Chi­ 
nese Government, excited great animos­ 
ity against him in Kwanting, and en­ 
deavors were made by an angry mob to 
wreck the Minister’s house. The Chinese 
Timer also contains a letter signed by a 
Peking official written just after news 
had reached China that the United States 
Senate had passed the Chinese Exclu­ 
sion bill. The following extract is taken 
from the letter. 
"If the obnoxious American bill should 
be carried into effect, there will be no 
other course open to China, consistent 
with her dignity as a nation, than to 
adopt retaliatory measures by prohibit­ 
ing citizens of the United States from 
coming to China. This, it will be seen, 
is by no means proportionate to the harm 
done to the Chinese; but we can do the 
same thing, and if thiB will have 
no effect in bringing the United States 
Congress and Government to reason 
and fairness, then it will be a question 
for China to consider whether it is not 
time for her to cancel her treaties made 
with that country, to recall her subjects 
from there, to expel all United States 
citizens from this country and cease all 
relations and intercourse, diplomatic and 
commercial, with that country.”

What is required 
is a larger number of native-born ap­ 
prentice boys and the enlargement of 
conveniences for their introduction into 
the service. 
On the subject of torpedoes, the Ad­ 
miral says: Torpedoes no doubt can be 
made a powerful adjunct to other naval 
appliances, but, as matters now stand, 
torpedoes would be comparatively useless 
against a heavily armed ship with power­ 
ful guns. Great ships with great guns 
will command the situation, and, having 
once effected entrance into a harbor, 
can, by aid of their electric lights, send 
divers to the bottom and cut the wires 
connecting submerged mines. Our coun­ 
try more than any other, stands in need 
of torpedo vessels of from 1,600 to 2.600 
tons displacement until we can get 
our 
new 
navy 
facility 
started. 
This class of 
vessels 
could be 
built much more rapidly than cruisers 
or armed ironclads ; their batteries to be 
not larger than six-inch rifles, and fitted 
with machine and rapid-firing guns. No 
matter whether we bring dynamite 
shells and torpedo vessels to perfection 
or not, our policy lies in building fast 
cruisers and heavy-armed ironclads like 
the Pritana, Maine and Texas. TheBe 
are heavy artillery, which in battles 
have decided the contents, and will con­ 
tinue to do so, for the ingenuity of man 
will always contrive some means to pro­ 
tect great ships from the annoyances of 
the small fry.

THE PARNELL 
INVESTIGATION. 


Attorney - General W ebster Choked 
Off by the Coart—Mr. West 
Rebuked. 


I A ssociated Prees D isp atch es to th e H b b a ld . 1 


London, October 26.—The 
Parnell 
Commission again listened to Attorney 
General Webster’s presentation of the 
Time*’ case to*dav. The speaker con­ 
tinued to recite the catalogue of outrages 
supposed to be traceable to members of 
the League, then quoted from speeches 
of Dillon and other Parnellites to prove 
their support of the plan of campaigu. 
He deal in succession with a series of 
utterances made by William O’Brien, 
Cully, Cox, Kenny and Matthew Harris 
to show their sympathy with outrages, 
and he intimated his intention to deal 
at length with the violent orations of 
League members made in County Clare 
during the years 1885. 1886 and 1887. 
At this point Presiding Justice Han- 
nen’s patience seemed exhausted and 
leaning forward he asked the Attorney 
General if he did not think he had al­ 
ready given sufficient indication of the 
line of argument he intended to adopt. 
Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Par­ 
nell, suggested that the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral might hand him copies of the 
speeches he meant to quote, and thus 
save time. 
The Attorney-General replied that he 
must deal with all the Irish counties he 
had picked out as affecting the most 
striking character of the League’s agitat­ 
ing. He quite endorsed Justice P. Han- 
nen’s hint and he was desirous of adopt­ 
ing any practical suggestion which would 
•aable him to shorten his remarks. 
The Attorney-General concluded his 
remarks by stating that the men who ac­ 
tually participated in the outrages would 
be called as witnesses and would tell 
what money had been paid to them and 
how the crimes they were hired to com­ 
mit were arranged. 
Adjourned until 
Tuesday. 
The Time» has served subpumas on 
Frank Hugh O’Donnell and his solicitor, 
requiring them to produce certain docu­ 
ments before the Parnell Commission. 
It has also subpcenaed Henry Campbell, 
Parnell’s private secretary,'to produce 
lelters which he wrote for Parnell to Pat­ 
rick Egan and others. 


W ASH nUTO N W IRINGS. 


R eports from the 
C ap ital Oa a 
V arletv o f Subjects. 
W a sh in g t o n , October 26.—The Presi­ 
dent left Washington at 3:45 this after­ 
noon for New York to review the busi­ 
ness men’s parade there to-morrow. 
Colonel Lieber, Acting Judge-Advocate 
of the Army, in his annual report shows 
that the number of persons tried by 
court-martial in the past year was 1730. 
He points out objections to the unmeas­ 
ured discretionary powers of the court- 
martial as now regulated, and recom­ 
mends legislation to correct the existing 
evils. 


DISEASED MEXICAN CATTLE. 
The Commissioner of Agriculture has 
informed the Treasury Department that 
cattle driven from Sonora, Mexico, to 
Arizona impart to the cattle of that 
Territory a contagions disease known as 
splenetic, from which large numbers 
have died. He requests, in view of the 
large cattle industry of Arizona and the 
great danger from infection, that the im- 
Íortation of cattle from Sonora into the 
erritory be prohibited, except at points 
where tho animals can be properly in­ 
spected. The Treasury Department has 
accepted the suggestion and prohibited 
the importation except at Nogales and 
Yuma, and at those points only when 
shown that they are free from contagious 
disease. 


TRANSCONTINENTAL BATES. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has made public the result of its exami­ 
nation of the new Transcontinental tar­ 
iffs which were put in effect September 1, 
1888. It is held that discriminations are 
made and undue advantages are given 
by the special commodity tariffs which 
caused the complaints. The opinion fur­ 
ther states that these conclusions were 
made known October 16th to the repre­ 
sentatives of the Transcontinental lines, 
at an interview arranged for that pur­ 
pose, who at once acceded to the modified 
arrangement suggested by the Commis­ 
sion as to westbound business and went 
into effect October 23d. The details of 
the opinion are substantially the same as 
furnished by Chairmen Leeds and Midge- 
ley, and reported in these dispatches 
some days ago. 
Ar iz o n a ’s p r o s p e r it t . 
C. M. Zulick, Governor of Arizona, in 
his annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, states that there has been dur­ 
ing the year steady progress in the 
growth and development of the Territory. 
The population has largely increased. 
Indian depredations are a thing of the 
past. Life and property are now safe 
and law and order are supreme. During 
the year 295,841 acres of public land 
were entered by settlers, 200 miles of 
canal for irrigation were in preparation, 
and 100 miles additional will be built 
during the present year. 
The importance of Congress authoriz­ 
ing a hydrographic survey of the Terri­ 
tory to demonstrate the feasibility of 
artesian wells and water storage reser­ 
voirs is dwelt upon at length. The yield 
of gold and silver last year was $5,771,­ 
556. The Governor renews his recom­ 
mendation of last year for necessary ap­ 
pointments for the survey of public lands 
m the Territory, and urges the early set­ 
tlement of private 
land grants. He 
opposes the proposition before Congress 
to transfer their claims to a special court 
created for the purpose.

W i n n i p e g , October 26.—At a public 
meeting at Portage La Prairie, last night, 
resolutions denouncing 
the Canadian 
Pacific were passed. The whole country 
is aroused. 
Farmers for miles around 
gathered at Morris to force a crossing. 
Four hundred Northern Pacific men are 
said to be in that vicinity awaiting a 
decision on the injunction before forcing 
a crossing. 
The Government dispatched a gang 
yesterday to Headingly, ten miles ¡from 
the scene of the crossing trouble, and put 
in a crossing. The Canadian Pacific 
officials soon learned of it and sent a large 
force down and tore it up. No serious 
fighting occurred, as the Government 
force was small. No attempt will be 
made by the Government to force the 
original crossing until a final decision on 
the injunction is made. The Canadian 
Pacific officials are determined to prevent 
crossing.

H e id e l b e r g , October 26.—James C.

Queen Natalie has appealed to Pat­ 
riarch Dionysious at Constantinople, 
who is the superior of Metropolitan 
Theodosius, against the lattero action in 
dissolving the marriage of the Queen and 
King Milan. All classes of society, even 
Milan’s partisans severely criticise the 
action of the King. It was learned last 
night that Queen Natalie’s advocate, 
finding that Metropolitan Theodosius 
had already conferred with the Patriarch 
of Constantinople and the Great Arch­ 
bishop of Carlovits, before dissolving the 
marriage, has submitted to the decree 
and will go to Bucharest to deliver the 
divorce papers to Queen Natalie.

C A TA R R H . 


The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarm ing extent an d is produc­ 
tive of very serious consequences.

C a l l e d “ C a t t l e , 1' e t c . 
A correspondent of the San Francisco 
E xam iner asks to be enlightened about 
General H arrison’s remarks derogatory 
to th e Irish.

The friends of General Harrison vehe­ 
m ently denied that he used this lan­ 
guage, but we have before us a copy of 
the Indianapolis Sentinel, w hich says 
that the charge does not seem improba­ 
ble in view of the fact that “ tw elve years 
ago abuse of the Irish was part of the 
R epublican stock in trade.” The Sentitiel 
then quotes the following excerpts from 
the Indianapolis Journal, Harrison’s per­ 
sonal organ, belonging now and then to 
John C. New, the man who groomed and 
brought him out for the Presidential 
race.
